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The Society publishes the Quarterly for its members with the aim of pre-

BELLS AND BELFRIES 

It was the hope of the editors last fall that a complete survey of all of Rut- 
land's bells could be carried out and printed in this issue. The job proved more 
time-consuming and frustrating than was thought ; hence there appears here but 
a brief introduction to the subject. 

No real difficulty was encountered in gaining admission to the belfries, 
though the problems were several. Finding the janitor or sexton was not in all 
cases easy, and the cramped quarters in all belfries impose limits on what could 
be photographed even using a camera equipped with a wide-angle lens. 

It was soon found that most bells in the three towers studied were long ago 
converted to electrical ringing, rather than the classic rope and bell wheel. 

The oldest church building still standing, the former Catholic church on 
Forest Street, never had a bell tower, and quite likely never had a bell. The next 
oldest church in the area, the Grace Congregational Church on Court Street 
converted some time ago to a carillon operated from a small keyboard, the gift 
of Nella Grimm Fox. 

The bell in the County Courthouse may still be rung manually, although 
the striking of the hours is done through a mechanism in the clock regulator 
(see cut). The three bells in Immaculate Heart of Mary were at one time capable 
of being rung manually but have since been mounted rigidly and struck elec- 
trically through movable clappers. 

For years Troy, New York boasted at least one bell foundry and the vast 
majority of bells in use in the county are from one or the other of the Troy 
foundries.

Proposed Amendments to By Laws 

When text is given, language in brackets [....] is to be deleted, matter 
underlined is new. 

1 Article I Section 1 to be completely rewritten, to make clear that groups as 
well as individuals may join; 

Section 1. Any person or group interested in the history of the original 
town of Rutland (co mprising [including] the present Rutland cityj_ [of] 
Rutland t own, [and the townships of] Proctor town, [Rutland town,,] and 
West Rutland town ) who applies for membership in any classification of 
membership and who tenders the necessary dues or fee shall thereby become 
a member. 

2 Article I Sections 2, 3 and 4 are completely recast, in the interest of clarity. 
The changes are (1) dues of regular members raised from |2 to $5; (2) Insti- 
tutional membership eliminated (there have never been any) and replaced 
by business membership with $25 dues ; and (3) the policy adopted for mem- 
bers joining between July 1 and September 30 is set forth in the by laws. 
The proposed new sections are: 

Section 2, Annual dues shall be for years beginning October 1 and ending 
September 30, and are payable in advance. 

Section 3. Membership shall be of five classes with annual dues as follows: 
Class Annual dues 

Regular $ 5 

Contributing 10 

Business 25 

Sustaining 100

A new member joining between July 1 and September 30, inclusive, of any 
year, shall pay one year's dues for the period from the date of joining to 
September 30 of the following year. 
Section 4. Life membership shall be granted upon payment of a fee of $75. 

3 Article II Section 1 to be amended as follows: 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in October at a 
day to be chosen by the Board of Directors with notice to the members of 
the Society given at l east three weeks in advance of said date. 
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Article II Section 2 Paragraph. 3 to be amended to provide that a special 
meeting of the Board of Directors may be called by either the President or 
the Chairman, A new Paragraph 5 to be added to pick up the sentence, now 
in Article III Section 2 Paragraph 5, that "At any meeting of the Board of 
Directors a simple majority shall constitute a quorum." 

The following sentence to be added to Article III Section 2 Paragraph 4 
(duties of the Treasurer): The Treasurer, with the approval of The Board 
of Directors^ may appoint one or more Assistant Treasurers who shall have 
such duties and authority as the Board of Directors may approve. 

Article VII to be recast. 
This article now reads: 

Article VII Amendment to the By Laws. These By Laws may be amended 
at any regular or adjourned meeting by a two-thirds vote of those voting, 
provided notice was given at the previous meeting. Or they may be amended 
at a special meeting called for that purpose, with previous notice and a two- 
thirds vote. All proposed amendments shall be submitted in writing. 
There are two proposals; FIRST: 

Article VII Amendment to the By Laws. These By Laws may be amended 
by vote of seven or more members of The Board of Directors at two successive 
meetings. 
SECOND proposal: 

Article VII Amendment to the By Laws. These By Laws may be amended 
by two thirds vote of the members at a membership meeting provided a 
quorum is present and notice of the proposed amendment was mailed to the 
members at least three weeks before the meeting.
